W RITERS ARE BORN, N OT MADE 


T hackeray W as 
T hackeray 
A lw ays, but 
S teven son C hanged. 
The author of ‘‘How to write Fic­ 
tion” appears to be one of those inno­ 
cents who believe in a newly discovered 
‘science of human nature,” and in the 
theories of M. Zola, says the London 
Daily News. You go about with note­ 
books, 
you 
bemuse 
yourself 
with 
"heredity,” and then, if you succeed, it 
Is partly by dint of your native quali­ 
ties, partly by aid of grim iness not tit 
to be named among Christians. 
It is 
the same affair in poetry. W ordsworth 
was a poet by virtue of his genius; he 
was born so; his theories hampered him 
when he was true to his theories. Even 
our author perceives that Shakespeare 
and Homer did not need theories and 
popular science, falsely so called, and 
| this is just as true of Miss Austen at 
20 and of Mr. Du M aurier at an age 
which we shall not conjecture. 
Mr. Du M aurier was born a w riter and 
a story-teller. Thirty-five years ago he 
proved this in a little sketch in “Once 
a Week,” and rather later in his poem 
of "raunigrindas” in Punch. 
Only a 
very skilled w riter could have rendered 
as Mr. Du M aurier has done the im ­ 
mortal little Belgian poem translated 
in “Trilby.” 
Yet Mr. Du M aurier has 
been draw ing all his life, not seriously 
practicing another art, under private 
tutors, and with an eye on Prof. Hux­ 
ley’s lectures. 
Improvement is not, of 
course, impossible, 
or a 
m atter 
of 
chance. 
Some men. like Balzac, have 
to crush their gold out of a m ountain of 
J “quartz.” 
All, or nearly all, who pos­ 
sess “style” gain it in part by cultivat­ 
ing a natural ear for the harmonies of 
prose, as observed by them in the great 
w riters. A few. perhaps, but very few, 
I have toiled, like Mr. Stevenson, by the 
I way of “the sedulous ‘ape.’ ” 
Thackeray 
from 
his Charterhouse 
days, was always Thackeray, and could 
not answer an 
invitation to 
dinner 
without w riting in tho Thackeray m an­ 
ner. Mr. Stevenson, on the other hand, 
kept his dress suit of style for literary 
occasions and <*kl not wear sword, dia- 
I moods or peruk> in his fam iliar corre- 
I spondence. Yet Thackeray, to the last, 
I took 
trouble 
and 
corrected, as * his 
m anuscripts prove, while his manner 
was more or less conspicuously based 
on that of Fielding. He was a literary 
w riter, like Tennyson, in verse, where- 
I as we conceive that Mr. B arrie’s ad- 
I m irable style owes nothing to literary 
J reminiscence or the labor of the file, 
but 
is 
a 
happy, 
spontaneous 
ap­ 
propriateness of utterance.

Ladies in China differ from coolies, 
first in the amount of ornament they 
display, and second in the material of 
which their clothing is furnished, says 
Harper s Magazine. The only occasions 
for which a lady dresses gayly are wed­ 
dings, birthdays and feasts or cerem o­ 
nious visits. 
Ladies always wear silks 
— never anything more common— but 
their "hest” are elaborately embroid­ 
ered. 
The first outer garment is the 
san— the single or unlined long coat, 
hanging loose from the shoulder to the 
knees, with no waist line. 
A lady has 
other coats— lined, fur-lined and wad­ 
ded. 
Under her coat she wears a white 
coat, and under that a smaller w’hite 
garment, the chin san. 
Under everything goes the “ piece of 
cioth,” a plain, short apron lapped over 
at the back. 
Just such another thing 
is the skirt, w’hich is w’orn outside and 
reaches half a foot below’ her outer coat.
